Claims 1 , 3-5, 7, 1 1 -28 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claim a perfluoroalkylphosphonate or bis(perfluoroal)kylphosphinate salts selected of 
partially alkylated and peralkylated ammonium, phosphonium, sulfonium, pyridinium, 
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pyridazinium, pyrimidinium, pyrazinium, imidazolium, pyrazolium, thiazolium, oxazolium 
and triazolium and a process for the preparation of monohydroperfluoroalkane, 
bis(perfluoroalkyl)phosphinate and perfluoroalkylphosplionate; wherein all the variables 
are as defined in the claims. The a process for the preparation of 
monohydroperfluoroalkane, bis(perfluoroalkyl)phosphinate and 
perfluoroalkylphosphonate, the salts of perfiuoroalkylphosphonate and 
bis(perfluoroal)kylphosphinate and their use were neither found to be obvious nor 
anticipated by the prior art of record. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that teaches or motivates 
one of ordinary skill to disclose bis(perfluoroalkyl)phosphinate and 
perfluoroalkylphosphonate salts and a process for the preparation of the compounds 
and their use as claim by applicants. 

All claims (1, 3-5, 7, 11-28) are allowed.
